AS VOICING MY OWN DEEP CONCERN ABOUT OUR FAILURE TO 
RECEIVE ADEQUATE FUNDS FROM THE FY-74 TERRORISM AMEND- 
MENT TO IMPLEMENT SECURITY MEASURES AGAINST TERRORIST 
THREATS. I THEREFORE FULLY SYMPATHIZE WITH AND SUPPORT 
AMBASSADOR NEUMANN S TELEGRAM AND ONCE AGAIN URGE THAT
